The Bufialo Sommerecial Advertiser hns the

sellowing paragraph:—

seocdenta, We reler to the necessily of carry-
jmg out in good falth the understan \nﬁowhic
wan eghretll l{ndlo at‘the m:.del hian Uonven-
tiom, that all old party an en
act?'on should Ir merged in the National Union
erganization. Il wns not contemplated then, or
sinee, to strengthen the Democratic J_urty by

movement, and any effort in that direction
mow cannot fail to be mischievous, We would
therefore, flva to our neyghbor of the Courier
& gentle hint that it should not again offend in
this respect, a8 it did this mormmg, by calling
the Albany Convention ® °* Democratic State
Convention.'”

This is good advice. It has only two defects—
M comes rather late, and it onght to have been
addressed to the Albany Convention before its
meeling, rather than to one of Its subsequent
ergnug, Poseibly it might have prevented the
mistake which that Convention made, though
we are melined to think this somewhat donbtful.

It seemed to be established by the acthion of
he Philadelphis Union Convention that the
great issue Lo be presented for popular decision
this fall, should be the restoration of the Umon
by the admission into Congress of loyal vepre-
sentatives from loyal states; and those who took

in that Convention nssented to the presenta-
tion of that issue in such a form, and so distinct
from all others, as to leave untouched and un-
impaired the party relations of Individual citi-
zene who might concur and co-operate upon
this one point. The call for the Albany Conven-
tion, thm:ru open to objection in point of form,
did not distinctly violate this understandine;
and accordingly liberal Republicans, who rought
the early restoration of the Union, responded to
it, and elected delegates to the Convention.

When the Convention assembled, we believe
that two-thirds of the delegates were in favor of
the nomination of General Dix—not merely be-
eause of the contidence In his superior popular
sirength, but becnuse be was believed to be, in
sentiment, politioal position, and personal relu-
tions, the best possible representative of the
spirit, principles, and objects of the Philadel-
pflm Convention, of which he bad been the pre-
siding officer, and to which he had given the
key-note in his opening address, All his political
lite &« Democrat, he had held himself during the
wiar aloof from party contests, and had devoted
himself to the supporl of the Government in its
struggle with the Rebelliom, On this account,
also, it was felt to be pre-eminently fitting that
he should be put forward s the representative
in this State of a national movement which was
intended nol to break up the Republican party,
nor to strenglhen and restore the Democratic
party o power—but to complete the resiworation
©f the Union a8 the necessury condition ot all
wholesome and safe political and party action.

In this opinion we believe every Republican
delegate, and very many Democratic delegates,
from the conutry, fully concurred ; and if the
vote had been taken on Tuesday when the Con-
vention was perfectly prepared to act, General
Ihx would, beyond all question, bave been
woeminated, Governor Church prevented ihis
result by adjourning the Conventien against
the distinet and emphatic vote of a majority
of its members, and thus gecured the delay
which proved sufficient to thwart its will,

The next day Judge Plerrepont, generally
Tecognized as a friend of General Dix, formally,
and as il with his assent, withdrew his name,
Judge Plerrepont hud ostentatiously refused to

rticipate in the Pluladelphis Conventien, and
n his gpeech at Albany for the first time vir-

toally assigned the reason for so doing, He said
that *'three months ngo several of us nssembled
together In the clty of New York," and decided
1‘hut Mayor Hoffman should be nominated for
Governor, The ressons assigned for this deci-
sion were, that *no man in this Convention was

m when the last Democratic Governor was
elected from New York or Brooklyn,” and that
‘Ew nomination would probably be canceded to

those great cities, which bad done such ser-
vice to the Democratic party.” Judge Plerre-
Ppont did not cluim this as a right, because, he
sald, “no local city has any rghts against the
xeal ldeas of the great {)emocramc party."

Our business,” he pdded, “i¢ 1o eacri-

0¢ poything and everyihing to its in-

rests, ana todt dverybody was ready to do.”
“We" cast about, therefore, Judge Plerre-
pont proceeded to say, to discover who could
command the largest vote in these oities,
und us Mayor Hoffman would get Jhe whole
wote of the Demoeratic party, together with the
wvotes of the Irish and of the German Republi-
cans, “'we” concluded that his name was the
best that conld be presented, Judpge Plerrepont
turther assured the Convention that Mr, Hoff-
WAR Was & man *“in whose hands the salety of
the Democratic purty would be sure,” and he
was confident that the members would be will-
-{# to set nside the nsmes even of those personal
riends with whom they had been more inti-
mate than with Mr. Hoflman, for the great in-
terest, for the benefit of the great cause, and for
the success of the great Democratic party,”
Judge Pierrepont thereupen proceeded, without
the slightest warrant, so far as appears, to with-
draw the name of General Dix, and My, Hoffmay
was forthwith nominated by acclamation.

It seems clear from this atatement that Mr,
Hoffman was nominated, not as the resnlt of
sny tacit or other understunding at the Philu.
delvphta Convention, but s the result ol a meet-
ing of “severa! of us" held in New York two
months before the Philadelphia Convention
assembled; and vot as the exponent of 1ta prin-
ciples, nor for the purpose of carrying into

ool its purposes and objects, but s the repre-
sentative of the Demoeratic party, and for the

urpose of promoting s wellare and securing

i8 success. It is scarcely necessary to say that

this formed no IJurt of the purposes or expecta-
tions with which liberal Union members of the
Republican party hed taken part in this Con.
vention. Nor did they expect to be called
on to sel aslde, ngainet the will of & majority of
the Convention, so eminent aud patriotic a pub-
lie servant as General Dix, because of the active
part he had taken in uuuluhllug the Government
during the war, and of the vigor and energy
with which he had rm-ulu-mwd in its mepsures
for suppresging the Eebelllon.

Nor is this the full extent of the load which
the Convention imposed upon those Republicans
who are expected 1o co-operate in the election.
Instead of restricting its action to the speoific
issue presented at Philadelphia, theConvention

roceeded to denounce, in very clear and unmis-

kable terms, the severnl ocommesisions by
which the State Legislature has provided for
tha city of New York ull the government which
affcwdd its people safety in their peraons, seou-
rity in their property, or anything like 4 decent
degroe of honesty and effioiency in the adminis-
tratiort of its aflairs, The Police Commission,
the Board of Charities, the Emigration Commis-
sion, the Central Park Commlission, and the

Health Board all slike full under the sweeping

hostility declared agalnst them by the Albany

Convention, As all these were the work of the

Republican party, and are deemed essentinl by

that party to the maintenance of anything like

good government in the city of New York, it s

certalnly asking o great deal at the hands of

Mr. Johunson’s Leaninmgs.
From the Tribune.

Mr. H.J. Raymond states the substance of
certain conversations he had months sinoe with
the Premdent, wherein the latter sssured him
that he did not mean to desert nor to prostrute
the party that alected him, We have heard of
wimilar sssurances given to others, We pannot
deem these words caloulated to outweigh noto-
riovs facts, Let us set forth one or two more:—

Our Swate Convention last year showed ssmall
but firm Weed-Seward majority—how obtained,
matters not to the present purpose, Of that ma-
jority, Mr, Raymond was the organ, He drafted
and eabmitted the platform, which was sur
charged with admiration of und devotion to
Johnson. The ticket nominated was mainly
made of men presumed to be Beward or Johnson
men.

And yet that ticket received no evidence of
sympathy from the President. Custom-house
and other Federal officers were forbldden (very
properly, we think), to assess thelr subordi-
nates lor the support of that ticket, as they ure
not now forbidden—not by any manner ot
means-10 assess them for the support of the
Hoffman ticket. Great efforts were made to
evoke from Mr. Johneon a letter evincing his

reference for the success ol this ticket; (we

lleve Mr. Raymond went to Washington on
this errand); but all to no purpose, Mr, John-
son allowed himself to be claimed as faverable
to the Democratic ticket without a word. Nay,
more; Mr, Monmomvrf Blair—well known to
be an intimate friend of the President as well as
of his policy—stumped our Btate (in company
with Jobn Van Buren) for the Democratie ticket
and the Johnson policy, and we have heard that
ke confidentially assured leading Democrats
that, if they carried the Btate, they should have
the Federal offices.
Mr. Raymond says that Mr. Johnson expressed
decided aversion to belong surrounded by noto-
rioug Copperheads. Yet they did surround him
very soon after his inauguration, and have
gwarmed thicker sud thicker aronnd him to
this day, We need not call mames, sineo the
fiiet Is notoriovs. Some of them would reguire
that a boot be reinforced by a kick where their
room was preferred to their company; but many
wonld not. Yet these men had, and still have,
the private ear of the President. We must con-
clude, therefore, that Mr. Raymond has given
credit to words that were belied by deeds,

A Sccond Great War In Europe Threat-

oned.
From the Tribune,
Our speeinl despatches from Europe deserve
seriong consideration, for they come from a
source which is worthy of trust. They are not
sensational, nor unfounded; we are satisfied
that the facts we give are entitled to almost as
much credit as if they were official,
The news is of extraordinary importance. The
peace which the world thought to be permanent
is threatened with speedy destruction, and the
danger comes from deleated and prostrate Aus-
tria. But o tew weeks ago the Austrian empire
was at the mercy of Prussia, and was ready to
abandon everything for peace. It was fully un-
derstood that there would be no difficulty in
regard to the cession of Venetia, and that with
that gain Italy would be satisfied. Austrin now
is false to the treaties made, to a degree which
Birmark has termed msulting, and for which he
threatens immediate war, It is bit a question
of hours whether the Prussian army moyves
again upon Yienna.
We are not willing to concede that another
war is Inevitable, even upon the authority of
these startling facts. Europe should be satis-
fied, Prussia has gained enough., Italy has
wined enough. Ausirin has lost enocugh, There
s but one of the great powers concerned directly
in this struggle which could huve any reason to
desire a renewal of strife, and we do not hesi-
tate to predict that if Austria has seriously re-
solved to make impediments to the cession of
Venetia, it is at the instigntion of France, Upon
no other bypothesis can the sudden boldness of
this ruined power be explained. Louis Napo-
leon hus good reason for dizsatisfaction with the
adjnstment of the late war, and his demand for
the cession of Prussfan and Bavarian territories
was met with an emphatic refusal. If then
Europe is again “[i““ the verge of war, there 1s
every reason to believe that [rance will be one
of the combatants,

a foreign policy, except thal cnunciated as the
Monroe doctriue, and that has beem abandoned
of late years, The power and dignity of the
greatest nation have been lowerad and tralled in
the dust at the assumption and dictation of other

and weaker nations, Bogland, France, and
even lesser powers defy and overreach us, For
this aminble trait we are complimented by those
who In their hearts have no good Teeling
towards us. The London Morning Post, the
oigén of the Britlsh aristocracy, ‘“‘warmly
appluuds the !mlh:y of nonqntervention of the
United Btates in the uffuirs of South America,
and cordinlly approves the moderation evineed
by ug in regard to Mexico,” No doubt it ap-
proves nlso of our suppression of the Fenian
rald, und of our quiet, submissive conduct with
regard to the dlabama claims. This is all very
natural: for iv sults the views and policy of
Englund. These pralses from those opposed Lo
our Government, lpstitutions, and progress,
ought to ruise the question, “What have we
done that our enemies pralse us¥’ They are
suspicious, and should stimulate an Inguiry
as to the |character and tendency of our
toreign policy.

By the same bateh of news by which we are
informed of these commendations trom Englund,
we are informed, through the Jowrnal des Dg-
bats, of Paris, “that the French and Bnglish
(ljovernments hove conjointly mude an sotive
representution to the Sultun of Tarkey against
the aequisition by the United Biates of an leland
in the Gult of Osing.” Wedo not know whether
our Governwent has been negotinting with the
suitan for such an islund, It would be rensons-
ble enough {or the Unnted Statez to endeavor to
obtain an island in that part of the world u= &
depot of naval stores snd 8 cosling station for
our navy, whether H_. ha# entered upon any ne-
gotintion or not. We do not want territory for
auy other purpose.  We should not, like France
und Fpgland on this continent, attempt to es-
tabligh a political influence,

1 we have desired the island spoken of it is a
very modest degire on the part of & great naval
and commerelal country. But It appears thut
uven thas is resisted by two of the selilah and
hsughty monsarchical powers of the Old World.,
Suppos¢ we were to conduct ourselves in the
game manner toward tnese powers, what would
be the pesult ! Why, we should kiek France ont
of Mexico, nolons volens, and let the Feninos or
our own people overrun Cavads, and then annex
it without wore pdo, Thatls what we should do
if we followed their example. They could not
help themselves. Neither power would venture
10 go to war with the United Blates; for both
combined conld not begin to penetrate or make
up impression upon this country,

It Is evidently time that the moderstion jor
which we are praised should cesse, It 18 time
that we should have & vigorous and gtrosg

foraigulmlie:, worthy of the dignity and -
noks af bhe. That is now the role for
the Udbﬂ‘-% to take. Ip that way only
shall we obtain the respect due to us, re
Is no neod of raleing questions to nocem
this object; theya y exist, The
claims, Mexwo, Cannda, and other subjects
afford ample scope for wuch a pohoy, lLet the
Administration at Washington take up these
guestions with somothing like the ability, deter-
mination, and firmness of Bismark in Prussia,
and then the nations of Burope will regard us
in & different light, They may not be §o ready
to praise us for a humilisting moderation; but
they will respect us for our courage and power,
What does Fresident Johnson say to this? There
in n way open for him sfill to make himeelf
popular by raising the country to that pinnacle
of honor among the nations of the world to
- which it is entitled,

The Pollcy President Johnson Should
Now Pursue.

The breach between Congress and the Presi-
dent, which hus oreated much bitterness ol
feeling, while there is little difference between
the conservative majority and himself, makes it
necessary that he should raise other questions
of public policy and take a new line of depar-
ture. Judging from the signs of the times, we
conclude that the people of the North are going
to sustain Congress in demanding the guarantes
of the Constitutional Amendment from the South
before admitting membeys from that section to
take their seats. The end will be the same, and,
as we #aid, there Is little or no real difference

between Mr. Johnson and the masjority in Con-
gress, setting aside a few virulent Jacobing who
call for more blood, contiscation, and other hor-
rible measures, But there is & tancied diifercnce
and much bad feeling.

Now, our advice to the President is to lét this
matter alone in the future. He has done his
duty and all in his power to restore the Bouth,
Let him now take up our foreign policy, the
Alabama cluims, Mexico, and other questions,
and elevate the character of the great republic
in the eyes of the world, Mr, Seward, with his
trimming, timid policy, must be set aside. He
has served his day, The diganity of the country
demands another sort of policy—a sort of Bis.
mark-Prossian policy—at ‘.,he resent time. An
Immediate setilement of the Alabama elaims or
& lien on Canada is the firgt question, Then the
regulation of the destiny of Mexico.

The President should also take up the import-
ant matter of our national finances, Let him
call the ablest men around him to advise him
on this question. A thorough remodelling of
his Cabioet, a vigorous foreign policy, and an
able finanecial pohicy will toucn the popular
heart and make his administration successtul,
Every one believes him honest and lp-.'ltrinlil.-.
notwithstanding the ravings of the ultra radi-
cilg, and by taking i fresh and viworous course
upon new measures he may be master of the
siluation,

The Herald, within the last week, has flune o
complete snummersanult, and, with the blustering
#ea! of & new convert, is daily urging President
Johnson to capitulate to the radicals, and give
1p the country to their tender mercies. So sud*
den a convergion might justify invidlous suspi-
ciong; but as it is not our habit to make charges
without proofs, we will not impugn, nor at pre.
sent even inquire inte, the motives of this

change, Suffice it to know that the Herald is
the moest active, insidious, and venemous enemy
of the Democratic party and the conservative
cause, Itis tor the Democrats of this city to
sny whether they will contribute to the support,
of a paper which has so often flung one srm
around the neck ol the party ouly to get a
better opportunity to deal it a stab under the
fitth rib. .

Even supposing it te be true, as the Herald
alleges, that the Maiue eleetion has rendered it
yrobable that the next Congress will be radieal,
it 18 quite certain that the conservatives will not
glve 1t up withount a strenuous contest, and that,
come what will, they will stand by their prinel-
ples, The Maine election has in no respect
chunged the charpcter of the lssue between the
President and Congrese, Il the Constitutlon
was on the President’s side before, it is equally
on his side now, If the public good required
the triumph of his policy before, it equally re-
quires his trinmph now, To ask the President
to succumb, because the conservative canvass
in Maine was not well managed, may be spirited,
and logical, and courageous in the estimation of
the Herald, buy it is not in the estimation of the
Democrats, They despise the levity and scorn
the treachery of a journal which deserts to the
enemy tbe moment the enemy presents a mena-
cing Iront,

We are aware that, in arraigning the Herald
for inconsistency, we run the hazard of making
ourselves ridiculous, by the respect which 1s

The country I8 in danger. All the radical
movements of the day, all the signs of the times,
are ominous of milic‘lit'f, from the “irrepressi-
ble conflict” between a radical Congress and a
conseryative Adminietration. From the pre-
liminary caucus of the last session of Congress
down fo this day, the wrath of the radicals
sgainst President Johnson has been rapidly pro-
gressing from bad to worse, until the slternasive
of his impeachment, which was first suggested
for his intimidation, is now proelaimed n delibe-
rate purpose. All disguizes and pretenses of
reconciliation are at length cast aside, and the
ridical faction may now be considered as boidly

—The dangers of which so hvely a pleture is
given in thes=e extracts, were expected to resnlt
from the success of the radicals in the approach-
ing Congressional elections. And now, the fact
that the radicals bave held their own, and re-
elected all their members of Congress in s New
Eungland State, is regarded by the Herald us a
resison why the President should strike lhus
colors and beg for quarter ! If the radionls carty
out their intention of nopeachment, the Herald
will bhound them on. If they exclude the
Southern States from the presidential election,
the Herald will say it I8 right, 1t i3 only & week
since that journal offered to support the con-
servative cavee if the Albany Convention would
nominale General Dix. But the nomination
of Genernl Dix would not have changed the
result of the Maine election. 1tthe result in
Maine is o sufficient reason for abandoning the
conservative couse, how would the Heraid
have kept 1ts promise had Generdl Dix been
nominated ? One of its arguments s, that it is
better to submit to the inevitable, Bat if the
Maine election proves that the radicals are re-
solute, do not the recent speeches of the
President equally prove that he is inflexible ?
Can anybody who knows anything of Andrew
Johnson snppose that after the language he
has wused during his tour, he will eat
his words, crouch before the euemies he has
detied, violate his conscience and his oath,
and surrender the Constitution which he de-
nounces Congress for Hagrantly violating ?

The tendency of the Con-
gressional policy I8 to ewmbitter 1hal sec-
tion ogeinst the radicals more and
mMore, The ten excluded States will
steadily refuse to ratily the amendment, and
Kentucky, as is found by her late election, will
us steadily support them, There are, then, at
least eleven States which will not ratify; these
eleven will, in any event, prevent the adoption
of the amendment until the number of Btates is
increased irom the present thirty-six to forvy-
four, No radical majorities will shake the de-
termination of these eleven States, The radi-
cals do pot expect, nor even hope, that the
South will rutify the amendment. The Herald
cun have no expectation thut the advice it -
trudes upon the President will be taken, That
journal is doing its best to aid the radicals in
electing the next (_'-OI]({H'EHH. and thus help them
carry out their incendiary projects of impeach-
ing and deposing the President, excluding the
South from the Prasidential election, and plung-
ing the country into the horrors of anew civil
war.
